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Game in Adirondacks. 
WHEELERTOWN, N. Y., Nov. 15— 
The Beech ridges sn tne Adirondacks are 
now tne gathering piace of the woou’s 
creatures, for tuere at this time of the 
year 1s tound the chief food of nearly 
all the animmat kind. The deer and 
bears go to the ridges to eat the nuts, 
so do the partnages, squirrels, and 
most of the smal birus‘and mammals. 
The animals of prey gather there, too, 
and. feed on the -vegertarian and her- 
biverous creturesr pee over head 
hawks circle around. waiting to dive 
aown on.the backs of. unsuspecting 
squirrels beneath. The wildcats prow! 
about and sneak from bush to log in the 
hope of catching the nut eaters una- 
wares. The fisher hides in hollow trees 
in the day time and at night stealthily 
goes from tree to tree looking for sleep- 
ing. birds or follows a rabbit runway to 
waylay-and rob a hare of its life. 

At no other time of the year is any 
part of the woods 80 alive with woods 
creatures: The plunge of red squirrels 
in the dry leaves is heard on all sides, 
and the ruffled grouse rises noisily. 
from the ground with sudden speed on 
the approach of.a stranger, The step- 
step of a deer is not infrequently 
heard by the stilt hunter, and rotten 
logs are found torn to pieces by the 
claws.of bears which have searched for 
ants and their eggs. a 

The swamps and briar patches are 
deserted during the feeding hours of 
the Cay—the early morning and the late 
_afterncon—but even at midday the tall, 
guant form of a deer sometimes shows 
red down a ridge back and startles the 
nunter to quick action. The swamps 
are quiet; even the chickadees seem to 
have deserted them. The sap suckers 
are gone; the balsam cones fall dry and 
unheard to the grownd; the black hoof 
prints of a deer in the yet earth alone 
tell of visitors to those places, 

In the briar patches it is about the 
same. Deer sleep in them at night, but 
leave at dawn, Foxes prowl there look- 
ing for mole.s but. thev are not often 
seen, Sometimes partridges sun them- 
selves in a Custing place in a briar 
patch, but the birds run into the thick- 
ets and ¢o not fly so they remain un- 
seen. Byen the minks leave the streams 
and take to roaming over the ridges 
and meet in deadly strife with their 
cousins, the fur martens, over the car- 
cass of a deer wounded and lost by 
hunters. Mother bears prowl about 
with their yearling youngsters, eating 
pecks of beechnuts, and cuffing the 
cubs to-make-them stop their romping. 


But men do not often. meet with these’ 


bears, for they are shy,’ and hear a 
man’s footsteps a long ways, especially 
when the leaves lie deep and dry,.on 
frosty mornings. 

The ermine, with its brown coat 
Changing to white runs along from nook 
to cranny, so lightly and with such 
ghostly footsteps that even the quick- 
earel squirrel does not always hear 
them until it. is foo late. The ermine is 
the most bloodthirsty brute that lives 
in the woods. If kilis for the funvof it, 
and when game {8 plenty eats only the

Nuts are an especial delight to the coon 
and they-live in hollow trees on ridges 
where beechnuts grow, remaining there 
all the year round except when they go 
frog hunting or after rabbits. Corn 
patches are not numerous in the Ad- 
frondacks and are seldom visited by 
coons, The traces of a. coon-fisher 
fight are found en the ridges at times, 
and they show as bloody a eontest as 
one ever°hears about, The eoon is a 
strenge beast, for more active than Ite 
bulk would indicate and its teeth are 
net to be deentsed, The fishers ontclass 
the enon fret n little and. being of 
sportine bleed they fight “at every op- 

pportinity with coons. 

When the’ fisher is heard the enon 
flees, TRE fteher takes ta the fresh 
track an’ away he eoes, On the maple 
ridge above the ol) Pardv clearing onlv 
last week CHearve Farayv Tound a trait 
where a eeen had been caught hv a 
flher. He followed the tratl, The 
leaves were torn and = snecked with 
blood—it looked as if a small log had 
been drarved throurh the leaves in the 
nlaces where the two had‘ rolled over 
biting and clawing each~ other.There 
were stretehes where the two ha? broke 
loose and hal run, their claws slnpine 
in the dirt and teerine the leaves in 
the eagerness’ of both runners to go 
faster the one to esceane, the other ‘to 
kill, The race ended in an alder bed, 
where George found half the coon, the 
victor having eaten the best of its vic- 
tim. : 

Here and there on the ridges are lit- 
tle yard-across spots where birds have 
been killed and eaten by freebooters of 
the woods. The blue-jay is found most 
frequently, the partridge occasionally, 
but rarely a hawk. Blue-jays and meat 
hawks, or shirkes. are permanent resi- 
dents of beech ridges. They live on the 
meat left by other animals of prey and 
in hard times eat the beechnuts them- 
selves. The shirke commonly is able to 
capture enough small birds and mice to 
live well. The jays have to have re- 
course to the fruits to live, not being 


good at hawk work except in the matter |, 


of robbing nests, 

The kangaroo mouse may be seen by 
quick eyes, but its tremendous leaps are 
made at so great a speed that only 
fleeting glimpses of it can be had. They 
are“the rmost ‘interesting. of the wood’s 
animals, even the swift ermine finds 
difficulty in capturing him. A bountiful 
beechnut year brings thousands of 
woods inhabitants together, and they 
live more or less amicably in a great 
settlement on every ridge, some in the 
trees, Some on the ground, some in. bur- 
rows. A few live at a distance and 
come visiting, as the deer and the bears. 
The leaves have mostly fallen now, 
and the trees stand lean and grey on 
the hillsides. Beneath the bare branches 
He the leaves in a thick. rustline, un- 
stable carnet. Next to the erannd, un- 
der the leaves are the nuts,-Here the 
insects from the rround. the mammals 
on the grovnd and the hirds of the air 
gather to fee? upen them, Vieine with 
one another for the little nuts of the 
trees,

These menus for Sunday and Monday 
are arranged with special reference to 
making the work easy for washing day. 
Boil. more than enough potato and fish 
for Sunday’s fish cakes,-and Monday 
iiorning cook the remainder in hot bacon 
fat, and when brown fold like an omlet. 

Cut the hard. boiled eggs in halves’ 
lenythwise, lay. one on each fish cake 
and garnish with crisp curly bacon, The 
brown-bread prepared on Saturday may 
be steamed for Sunday's bréakfast; ana 
what is left may be cut into narrow 
strips or bars and browned in the oven 
for the dinner Monday. Baked beans, 
the usual Saturday night supper dish 
at this season, «nd the braised meat will 
serve also for Monday. 

Cream of Onion Soup—Peel and slice 
four lurge o:%ons, scald and drain. 
Cover with boiling water and simmer till 
very soft. Mash through a vegetable 
strainer. add one cup of milk and heat 
again. Cook one tablespoon flour in one 
tablespoon butter and gradually add the 
liquid from the onion tillsmooth andthin 
enough to peur into.the soup. Season 
with one teaspoon salt and one saltspoon 
black pepper. Beat one egg. add one 
cup cream and stir in quickly as it is 
taken from the fire. 

Braised Beef—Four pounds beef from 
the lower round; trim, wipe and rub 
well with sait, pepper and flour, Fry 
two sliced onions in pork fat or drip- 
pings, draw them to one side of the 
granite pan and brown the meat all 
over, adding more fatif needed. Put two 
skewers under the meat, and nearly 
cover with bwlling water. Add one tea- 
spoon mixed herbs tied in a bit of cheese 
cloth, and’ one-half cup diced carrot and 
turnip. Cover closely, adding &-weight 
on the cover if loose, and cook in-a-mod-~ 
erate oven four hours, basting frequent- 
ly. Turn the meat over after two hours 
and at the last Jet the water boil down 
to one pint. When tender take up the 


~pmeat,; remove the fat and herbs, thicken 


with two tablespoons flour paste, ada 
more seasoning if needed, and one table- 
apoon lemon juice. Cook ten minutes 
and pour over the meat. Have the po- 
tatoes boiled and peeled, place them on 
a tin in the oven and baste with a little 
of the fat from the meat, until brown. 
Celery and Apple Salad—One cup each 
of celery and apple sliced thin. Season 
with salt and moisten With a mayon- 
naise or boiled dressing.

FLOATING ISLANDS. 

One auaft of milk sweetened and flav- 
ored toa taste, While boiling, s:irin the 
beaten yo'ks of five eggs, ahd stir until 
it botls again, then remove and cool, 
Beat the whites of three of the eggs toa 
stiff froth, and place in a colander.

Pour this into 
a cup of boliing milk, and stir over'the 
fire-untilthick...Add to this one table- 
spoon of butter, salt and pepper,and 
pour into four well beaten eggs. Beat 
all together, and bake twenty minutes 
fm a well but#ered pudding dish, In mak- 
ing a baked omelet puff, beat the yolks 
and whites cepurately,adding the whites 
last, and stirring them im lightly. 


POOR MAN'S SOUP. 

Two quarts of boiling water, four 
tablespoons of beef dripping, an ounce 
and a half of butter and a pint of sliced 
raw potatoes, and boil an hour. Tear up 
the tender tsaves of a white cabbage, 
put_in soup and boil ten minutes, sea- 
son. to taste and serve on thintoast. in 
the tureen. The chances are you will 
wish you had begun with some good 
stock. 


DELMONICO POTATOES, 

To each pint of cold, boiled potatoes 
cut fine allow one cupful of cream, two 
tablespoons butter, one teaspoon of salt 
and one-quarter of a teaspoon of pep- 
per; season the potatoes with the salt 
and, pepper, put them in a shallow bak- 
ing dish ;which has been greased, pour

FULTON MARKET ROAST, 

Take nine large oysters in ‘the. shell, 
wash, dry and roast, overavery hot fire, 
in a broiler. Two minutes after the 
shells open they will be done. Take 
them up quickly, saving the juice in a 
small, shallow tin pan; keep hot till all 
are done; butter them and season with 
salt and pepper. This is nice served on 
hot toast. 


CARAMEL CAKE. 

Two eggs, one cupful of sugar, one-half’ 
cupful of butter, two cupfuls of flour, 
one teaspoonful of cream of tartar, one- 
half teaspoonful of soda, Caramel—Two 
cupfuls of sugar, two-thirds cupful of 
milk and butter the size of an egg. Boil 
ten minutes, and beat until cool. Flavor 
with vanilla, and spread between the 
layers and.on top of the cake. 


FRIED BEEF CAKES. 

Mince ,the meat very fine, and mix it

“T have seen all the great actors and 
played on the same evenings with many 
of them, including Kean and Macready, 
but I never Saw any one surpassing 
Kean. 

“I remember Edmund Kean’s Othello, 

Sir Giles and Shylock. They were all 
great and electrified the . audiences, 
His-Othello. must have been the most 
effective ever played, and his voice-in: 
the ‘Farewell’ and in the last act I can 
hear evén now, so beautiful and pa- 
thetic. 

“His manner at rehearsal was very 
quiet. In‘OtheHo’ Macready, like For- 
rest and others, gave particular direc- 
tions to Iago where to stand, especial- 
ly in the famous scene in the third 
act. At a theatre in the provinces the 
Iago earnestly asked Mr. Kean, ‘Where 
shall I stand?’ Edmund Kean slowly 
and quietly said ‘Wherever you like, 
sir; I shall find you.’ 

“The rapid change from Mr, Mac- 
ready’s mannerism in serious elocu- 
tion to his soft quiet and very natural 
conversation.has beenoften spoken of. 
I remember, but did’ not witness,-a 
companion story to the one which 
amused us atthe .time I speak of.

The Outlook. 


The elections have demonstrated the ~ 
faith of the American people in the ad- 
ministration of Wiliam McKinley, Now 
that the excitement is over, and the 
country once more settles down to the 
customary routine of business, certain 
great problems’ thrust themselves upon 


tthe government-for immediate solution. 


The administration can now grapple 
with these problems feeling confident 
that it is sustained by the American — 
people. 

The Philippine question and the final 
peace settlement with Spain are, of 
course, of paramount interest and im- 


portance. 

Next to that is the Cuban qccupation 
question, which cries out for settlement. 
Every day come reports of suffering of 
the poorer classes, and the confusion in- 
cident to the uncertainty of the arrival 
of the American army .of occupation, 
and the doubtful suzerainty of Spain. 

Already the troops which will make 
up the-army of occupation have been 
designated, and the movement will be 


commenced this montu. The work. of 
constructing a strong independent local 
government under.the protectorate of 
the'United States will be the great task: 
of the administration. The reorganix- 
ation of the standing army and the 
building up of the navy are two other 
important undertakings which, will im- 
mediately command attention, and it is 
within the range of possibility that the 
colse of President McKinley's first ad- 
ministration will see the great work of 
constructing the Nicaraugura canal will 
be under way. 

In the domestic affairs of the nation, 
the continued policy of the govern- 
ment will of course be the Dingley 
tariff and the maintenancé of the sound 
money stand, An attempt will be made 
amend the constitution as pro- 
videl for in the Lovering bill, and to 
equalise the legal hours of toft in the 
various estates of the union, If this is 
defeated it will be by southern 4emo- 
cratic votes, It is reasonable to exnect 
that durine the coming months the bus- 
iness of the countrv will show “ectded 
imnrovement. and that the predictions 
af the Rennblicans will be fully realized 
in the business revival in every section,
